APPLICATIONS RISE 26 PERCENT FOR FIRST-YEAR CLASS 


gnes Scott College received 722 

applications for this fall's first- 

year class, a 26 percent jump 

over last year that Stephanie 
Balmer, associate vice president for 
Admission and Financial Aid, credited in 
part to an exceptional network of alum- 
nae. 

"We really have an outstanding alum- 
nae network comprised of our newly 
formed Great Scott! Recruitment Board 
and Alumnae Admission Representatives,” 
Balmer said. “These women have been 
empowered to recruit first-year students 
in specific cities and states the College 
identifies as key recruitment locations." 

Enrolled applicants came from 32 
states—11 more than last year—8 foreign 
countries and one US. territory. 

Aiding Admission and Alumnae’s work 
was a marketing campaign designed to 
raise awareness of the College while iden- 
tifying those students most likely to 
attend Agnes Scott, Balmer said. 

“Parents send their students to institu- 
tions with which their peers are most 
familiar,” she said. “Admission really bene- 
fited from the overall marketing of the 
institution and having a president who is 
savvy about institutional marketing. The 
College worked hard to find the right

Women of Oaxaca 


RESEARCH RECEIVES $63,000 NSF GRANT 


ow do women in Oaxaca, Mexico, manage their 
households, and how does migration affect their 


efforts in this and 

other communities? 

Martha W. Rees, 
associate professor of 
Anthropology at Agnes 
Scott, has been awarded a 
National Science 
Foundation grant of 
$63,000 to answer such 
questions in a study titled 
“Women and Migration in 
the Central Valley of 
Oaxaca, Mexico.” Oaxaca 
is a majority-indigenous 
region noted for craft pro- 
duction and migration to 
the United States. 

Rees’ study seeks to 


construct a comprehensive picture of Oaxacan migrant and 
non-migrant households, examining women's labor partici- 
pation and the economic implications of migration for the

mix of markets and messages in identify- 
ing its prospective applicants.” 

The direct-mail component of that 
campaign was especially useful for 
Admission, Balmer said, because mar- 
keters were able to develop messages that 
were successful in attracting those young 
women most likely to apply and commit 
to Agnes Scott. 

The College accepted 549 of the 
applicants and expected 212 to make 
Agnes Scott their final choice. Total 
enrollment for fall 1998 is over 800. 

In 1999, the College plans to enroll 
over 200 first-year students again to 
stay on target in its goal of boosting 
enrollment to 1,000 students by the 
year 2001. 

“Central to this initiative is to increase 
the number of applications and to select 
from that applicant pool those women 
most likely to succeed academically at 
Agnes Scott,” Balmer said. “They're com- 
ing from a much wider geographic spec- 
trum—students are coming from each 
region of the country, and our interna- 
tional presence has extended well beyond 
the countries that have historically sent us 
students.” 

For two consecutive years, Admission 
representatives have engaged in recruiting 


activities in 
Tokyo, Hong 
Kong and Seoul 
through guid- 
ance counselors 
and other offi- 
cials from private 
secondary 
schools. Agnes 
Scott faculty 
members who 
have accompanied current students on 


Global Awareness and Global 


Connections trips have aided the recruit- 


ment effort in Japan, Jordan and Ghana. 

“Any type of introductory travel is to 
establish relationships and build name 
recognition, as the international market 
has certainly become increasingly com- 
petitive for U.S. colleges and universi- 
ties," Balmer said. “Although from the 
large fairs we attended in Hong Kong 
and Tokyo, we did see a couple of appli- 
cations for the fall of 1998." 

The majority of first-year applicants 
who were accepted to Agnes Scott this 
year were in the top 10 percent of their 
high school classes, with the middle 50 
percent of SAT scores between 1130 and 


1290 on a 1600-point range, Balmer said.

memorial service for William 

A. Calder, longtime professor 
of Physics and Astronomy at 
Agnes Scott who died at the 
age of 91. Like many Agnes 
Scott students of my era, | took 
astronomy, opting for the study 
of the heavens as a substitute 
for calculus. | quickly discov- 
ered that astronomy is much 
more than stargazing and that 
mastering mathematical and 
physics equations was essential 
to class survival. But I also came 
to enjoy the trek up 
Observatory Hill and the dark 
quiet nights with Calder 
patiently showing us how to use 
the Beck telescope as 
classical music played in the 


|: late spring | attended the 


background. Whenever | read 
today about new cosmological 
discoveries or NASA%s explo- 
ration of the planets, | am grate- 
ful for both the fundamentals 
and the interests sparked by 
Astronomy 151. Calder's memor- 
ial service, attended by his wife, 
Frances Clark Calder ‘51, profes- 
sor emerita of French, fittingly 
began with the opening lines 
from the majestic hymn “The 
Spacious Firmament on High 
With All the Blue Celestial Sky.” 

Calder's was the third memor- 
ial service for a former professor 
of mine that | have attended as 
president of Agnes Scott. I was 
fortunate to spend some time 
with Paul Garber, professor of 
Bible and Religion, and 
Josephine Bridgman, professor of 
Biology, before they died two 
years ago. Like astronomy, | 
took Bible and Biology because 
they met requirements, and | 
never took another course in 
those subjects. Two science 
courses are pretty meager when | 
think of my subsequent 15 years 
at the National Academy of 
Sciences and publications on 
American science in China, and 
one Bible course is pretty skimpy 
for a missionary kid! Yet, | 
gained some insight, some confi- 
dence and enormous curiosity 
from these core survey courses. 
And, on a personal level, Garber, 
Calder and Bridgman helped me 
during my difficult transition 
from Korea and Japan to 
Decatur. | am proud that Agnes 
Scott still requires a broad distri- 
bution of courses in religion and 
philosophy, English and history, 
the social sciences, and the 


physical and natural sciences. 
And even more so that our pro- 
fessors still care about students. 
At these memorial services | 
learned much that surprised me 
about the lives of these Agnes 
Scott professors. They were all 
intellectuals who practiced 
both faith and reason. With 
strong academic credentials, 
their professional agendas were 
social as well as intellectual. No 
ivory tower recluses, these indi- 
viduals made a difference in 
their communities. Josephine 
Bridgman was an Agnes Scott 
graduate with a Ph.D. from the 
University of North Carolina 
who was nationally known for 
her work on the effects of radi- 
ation, spending summer 
months in research at Woods 
Hole, Mass. She was a political 
activist, lobbying for civil 
rights and Common Cause well 
into her retirement years. Paul 
Garber, with a Ph.D. from 
Duke University, was known 
for his research on biblical 
texts and archaeology, as repre- 
sented by his focus on King 
Solomon's temple (his model of 
which remains in the Chapel 
Lounge of Alston Center). 
Through this research he 
became a bridge between the 
Jewish and Christian communi- 
ties of Atlanta, and he also 
reached out to African 
American institutions, serving 
as a guest professor at Atlanta 
(now Clark Atlanta) University. 
By all accounts William Calder 
was a brilliant astronomer, a 
Harvard Ph.D. who could have 
enjoyed a research career in a 
nationally known university, 


but who elected to spend his 
career at Agnes Scott, develop- 
ing astronomy in the southeast- 
ern United States. | have met 
many, in Atlanta and elsewhere, 
whose knowledge of Agnes 
Scott is based solely on Calder 
and the Bradley Observatory, a 
mecca in the 1950s and 1960s 
for budding young scientists. 

| am older than many Agnes 
Scott faculty members today, 
witnessing a new generation of 
teacher-scholars who are no less 
committed to this College than 
their predecessors. One differ- 
ence is that our women profes- 
sors are far more likely to be 
married today than in the past, 
and two-career families are the 
norm. | count five births to fac- 
ulty since | arrived, off-setting 
five faculty deaths. In addition 
to those already mentioned, 
Professor Emerita of French 
Chloe Steel died recently at the 
age of 90 and Professor of 
Psychology Thomas Hogan 
died last year at the age of 59. 

Those of us who are the suc- 
cessor generation have high 
standards to emulate. As 
Professor of History Michael 
Brown, who himself retired this 
year after more than 30 years at 
Agnes Scott, said to me as we 
left Paul Garber’s memorial ser- 
vice, “You could build an institu- 
tion on people such as these."

Q:Why did you choose to be on Orientation Council? 

A: When you arrive at Agnes Scott, Orientation Council members 
are the first people you meet. Everyone is so friendly, and | like 
interacting with people. You get to interact with first-year students, 
parents and grandparents. It's one of the major organizations on 
campus where you really get to know a lot of students. 

Q: What are Orientation Council's main responsibilities? 

A: We are in charge of getting first-year students settled in on 
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their adjustment a good one. | had 
come to Agnes Scott hardly knowing 
anyone; going through the orienta- 
tion activities was really important 
for me. 

Q: What were Orientation Council's main responsibilities? 

A: We were responsible for just about all aspects of first-year orienta- 
tion. We had an academic chair who helped assign students to facul- 
ty advisers. We had a social chair who helped them get involved with 
social activities. We had a rush chair who helped new students meet 
guys for dates. We also handled the big sister program, training big 
sisters and assigning them to incoming first-year students. 

Q: What particular challenges did you face? 

A: We implemented a program in which the first-year students would 
read a book before they came and use the books in small group dis- 
cussions after they came. My senior year we used Eudora Welty’s 
short stories, and we were able to bring Miss Welty to the campus 
for a reading 

Q: What issues do you think students faced when they arrived on 
campus? 

A: | remember counseling one or two girls about their homesickness, 
particularly when they missed big family occasions. Also, the idea of 
being on your own was an issue. You could choose to sleep and to 
study when you wanted to, and some students may have had a hard 
time making wise choices. Also, it took time just figuring out where 
to fit in 

Q: What did you learn from being a leader at Agnes Scott? 

A: Being orientation chairperson taught me a lot about organizational 
skills and it also taught me about supervising other people. Making 
sure everybody did her part was a big learning experience. It was 
great to have a job on campus that had that much responsibility. 


campus until Black Cat, which is 
about the time most students are 
usually comfortable on campus. We 
meet with students and parents 
about academics, residence hall 
life, “do's” and “don'ts” of Agnes 
Scott, getting them registered— 
just whatever it takes to get them 
settled in. 

Q: What particular challenges do 
you face? 

A: Getting the schedules together 
and organized during the spring 
semester is challenging. During ori- 
entation, the main hurdle is 
Saturday and Sunday of orientation 
weekend, when everything is total 
“ordered chaos.” We try to get everyone where they are supposed to 
be, doing what they are supposed to be doing. Sometimes we only 
get about three hours of sleep and have to wake up enthusiastic. But 
it's a lot of fun. 

Q: What issues do you think students face when they arrive on 
campus? 

A: One issue is finding where everything is during the first week 
and scheduling, although there are a lot of people to help them 
with that. After orientation there is sometimes a period of getting 
homesick. Student Activities and Orientation Council try to 
organize programs that will keep them occupied, but not too 

busy, to help reduce that feeling of loneliness. 

Q: What have you learned from being a leader at Agnes Scott? 

A: How to be a good listener.

ANNUAL LECTURESHIP TO ADDRESS WOMEN’S HEALTH ISSUES 


t was a devastating loss to 

Agnes Scott College when 

Bonnie Brown Johnson '70 

died on April 11, 1997, after 
valiantly fighting a number of ill- 
nesses throughout her life, includ- 
ing breast cancer. Bonnie's contri- 
butions as a student, alumna and 
friend, leave an enormous legacy. 
She was a leader in her class and 
was elected to Phi Beta Kappa. 
She remained an active, devoted 
and generous alumna, establishing 
a scholarship in honor of her par- 
ents, Walter and Rita Brown. Her 
humor and warm, caring way 
endeared her to all who were 
associated with her. 

However, Bonnie's influence 
went well beyond these treasured 
personal memories. She worked 
tirelessly to enhance three institu- 
tions of higher education. She 
served as director of special gifts 
at Georgia Tech. As the first 
woman vice president for 
Development and Public Affairs 
at her alma mater, Bonnie's leader- 
ship and vision ensured a success- 
ful Centennial Campaign at 
Agnes Scott. At the time of her 
death she was assistant dean 
and executive director of 
Development of the Emory 
School of Medicine. The Atlanta 
community recognized her con- 
tributions and honored her as a 
YWCA Woman of Achievement 
in 1996. 

Her gifts of communication 
and motivation would have made 
her successful in any business 
endeavor, but Bonnie chose to 
devote them to higher education 
and health issues. The richness of 
that devotion continues today 
despite her physical absence. It 
was Bonnie's belief that the edu- 
cational experience at Agnes 
Scott should include the dissemi- 
nation of information about 
health issues affecting women 


That belief led to the establish- 


ment of the Bonnie Brown 
Johnson Women's Health 
Lectureship at Agnes Scott. 
The generous gifts of alumnae, 
friends, family and colleagues 
have made Bonnie's dream a 
reality. 

The first Bonnie Brown 
Johnson Women's Health 
Lectureship takes place Nov. 10- 
11, 1998. The focus of this year's 
symposium will be breast cancer. 
Barbara Dudley '86 and Harriet 
Higgins Miller '61, leaders with 
the Susan Komen Breast Cancer 
Foundation, have participated in 
the lectureship planning. Others 
who have helped in the planning 
are Gué Pardue Hudson '68, dean 
of students, vice president of 
Student Life and Community 
Relations and chair of the Bonnie 
Brown Johnson Lectureship Fund 
Committee; Edmund Sheehey, 
dean of the College; Sandra 
Bowden, professor of Biology; 
Ayse Ilgaz Carden '66, professor 
of Psychology; Lucia Howard 
Sizemore ‘65, director of 
Alumnae Affairs; Andrea Johnson 
Swilley ‘90, director of Major 
Gifts; and Betty Derrick '68, 
special assistant to the president.

A 
reception will follow the address 
Ellerbee's wry, intelligent humor 
and unsparing candor about her

is scheduled for community hour 
at 10 a.m. on Wednesday, Nov. 
11. Other alumnae survivors have 
been asked to contribute their 
stories for a montage. While 
Bonnie lost her gallant fight, most 
women do not. The stories of 
grace, courage and triumph of 
these cancer survivors are an 
inspiring legacy for others, 
Alumnae who work as health 
professionals are invited to join 
undergraduate and post-baccalau- 
reate pre-medical students, 
faculty, staff and panelists for 
lunch following Wednesday 
morning's program. 

On Wednesday evening, a 
panel of medical professionals 
will share the latest information 
in detection, treatment options, 
research and prevention. A 
significant aspect of this event

will be a discussion of living 
with and after cancer.

Bernard Dies at 72 


ALUMNA AND TRUSTEE GAVE ASC A LIFETIME OF SERVICE 


v ‘rustee emerita Louise Isaacson Bernard ‘46 
died June 29, in Atlanta at the age of 72. 
She was a trustee of the College from 1978 
to 1994 and a member of the Presidential Search 
Committee through 1995. 

After graduating from Agnes Scott in 1946, 
Bernard began work at Isaacson’s, her family’s 
retail women’s clothing store in the Henry Grady 
Hotel in downtown Atlanta. In 1959, she became 
the manager of Isaacson's and purchased the busi- 
ness from her father in 1971. At times, she provid- 
ed employment for Agnes Scott students who 
were interested in careers in retail business. 

Bernard remained involved with the College 
throughout her life. She believed that a women’s 
college should provide the confidence, education 
and training necessary for women to become valu- 
able contributors to their communities in the way 
that they choose. “She was very, very devoted to 
the idea of women's education and women's rights 
to achieve,” said lifelong friend and fellow class- 
mate Mary Duckworth Gellerstedt '46. “And she 
never let anybody who came into the store forget 
that she went to Agnes Scott.” 

Bernard provided the Board with a professional 
woman's outlook on life and encouraged the Board 
to seek a broad spectrum of students from all 
nationalities, religions and backgrounds, 
Gellerstedt said. “She had a strong commitment to 
the diversity of the student body and faculty.” 

Bernard was an active leader in the women’s 
community and the arts. She was an original mem- 
ber of the Women Business Owners of Atlanta. In 
addition to her philanthropy at Agnes Scott, she 
supported the High Museum and the Atlanta 
Symphony and encouraged friends, acquaintances 
and family to support the cultural development 


of Atlanta. 

Bernard is survived by her daughter, Mary 
Frances Bernard; her son, Maurice J. Bernard III; 
her sister, Ramona Freedman; her brother, 

Larry Z. Isaacson; and six grandchildren.

Former ASC Professor Dies 


WILLIAM CALDER HELPED DEVELOP ASTRONOMY IN THE SOUTHEAST 


World War II to work in a labo- 


illiam A. Calder, pro- 
fessor of Physics and 
Astronomy at Agnes 


Scott from 1947 to 1971, died 
of complications from a stroke 
May 22, in Sewanee, Tenn. 
Calder, 91, helped raise sup- 
port for the Bradley 
Observatory in 1947 and was its 
first director. Its 30-inch Beck 
telescope was the largest in the 
southeast until 1968, when 
Fernbank Science Center 
Planetarium and Observatory 
acquired a 36-inch telescope. 


Calder was born in Chippewa 
Falls, Wis., and began studying 
astronomy at the age of 12. “His 
father gave him a telescope, and 
when he looked through it, that 
was it,” said his wife, Frances 
Clark Calder '51 of Avondale 
Estates, who also taught at 
Agnes Scott as professor of 
French from 1953 to 1969 and 
from 1974 to 1986. 

Calder earned his doctorate 
in astronomy from Harvard 
University in the 1930s and 
returned to Harvard during

ratory for the U.S. military. He 
was awarded a Civilian Service 
Medal for his work to develop 
silent torpedo propellers. 

Calder came to Agnes Scott 
in 1947, and is considered a 
major figure in introducing 
astronomy to the Southeast, par- 
ticularly through regular public 
programs at the observatory in 
which he incorporated musical 
themes into cosmic subjects. His 
classes were among the most 
popular during his tenure. 

“Why would a study .. . of 
starry nights and cold mathe- 
matical calculation, fill a class- 
room to overflowing with stu- 
dents eager to learn a subject 
usually considered a little 
abstruse for the tastes of most 
women?” wrote Kathryn 
Johnson ‘47, then staff writer for 
the Associated Press in 1958. “If 
you have visited the fourth floor 
of Campbell Science Hall and 
talked with Dr. Calder, his clas- 
sical hi-fi music playing softly in 
the background and surrounded 
by his dog, Stormy, his physics 
apparatus, cameras and various 
inventions of his creative mind, 
you understand the biggest mag- 
net of all is Dr. Calder himself." 

Calder is survived by his wife; 
three sons, Alan C. Calder of 
Champaign, Ill., Kevin J. Calder 
of Avondale Estates, Ga., and 
William A. Calder of Tucson, 
Ariz.; one daughter, Frances 
Calder Arnold '59 of Juneau, 
Alaska; four grandchildren; and 
three great grandchildren.

NATIONAL AWARD NAMED FOR TEACHER 


I: late July, Lillie Belle Drake Hamilton '40 attended her 30th 
annual conference as a member of the Junior Classical League, 
one of America's largest academic orga- 

nizations. A teacher-of,Latin, for 38 

years—30 of them in the Fulton County 

(Ga.) School System—she looks for- 

ward to the conference each year and to 

the chance to see old friends. “I enjoy it 

every year,’ says Hamilton. “Now I get 

to do it without chaperoning a dozen 


students.” 


Hamilton's interest in languages 


began during her studies at Agnes Scott. 
During her time at the College, students 
could be exempted from their math 


requirement if they took enough courses 
in two foreign languages. “I would have

taken three languages if it would have gotten me out of math,” 


she jokes. 


As a result of her efforts to avoid math, Hamilton, who 


majored in history and political science, had enough credits to be 
certified to teach social studies, Spanish and Latin. In 1953, after 
a two-year stint at the Women’s Teacher Training College in 
Tripoli, Libya, Hamilton returned to Atlanta and began teaching 
Latin. 

When she joined the Junior Classical League in 1968, the con- 
ference sponsored only a few student competitions. During her 
10-year tenure on the National Council, Hamilton made it her 
mission to expand student involvement. “We now feature about 
1,500 to 2,000 competitors in academic competitions in areas 
ranging from Greek and Roman history and myth, to Latin and 
Greek grammar, essay, photo and art contests, all with a classical 
theme.” 

During Hamilton's tenure at Fulton County's College Park 
High School, her students won more national awards than any 
other group. She was also in charge of arranging the national tour 
for students from across the state. 

Hamilton's Herculean efforts did not go unrecognized. A for- 
mer student and current member of the national governing board 
proposed naming the award given to the top three competitors at 
the annual conference for Hamilton to recognize her accomplish- 
ments. The honor, which the Junior Classical League announced 
at last years convention, thrilled and surprised Hamilton. 

Her greatest honor, however, came when she retired in 1981. 
That spring, she was inducted into the Georgia Teacher Hall of 
Fame. Her induction was announced by Roswell High School 
teacher Ron Folds, a former student. 

Since her retirement, Hamilton, who remains active as an 
emerita member of the Junior Classical League, has lived on a 10 
and a half acre farm her grandmother formerly owned just outside 
of Union City, Ga. While reflecting on her career as an educator, 
Hamilton pauses a moment and then laughs. “You can say that 
there was never a dull moment.”

ALUMNA EARNS FUNDRAISING HONOR 


'53, the path to an illustrious 
career in fundraising and planned giving began while she 
was still a student at Agnes Scott. Edwards vividly recalls how 

the late College President James Ross McCain coached her 
and another Mortar Board member prior to a call on Mrs. John 
Bulow Campbell, who later financed 
Campbell Hall and a variety of other 
campus projects. Edwards, now semi- 
retired from her position as the associ- 
ate vice president of Endowment and

Prior to embarking on her career in estate planning and 
planned giving, Edwards was what she herself terms the “typi- 
cal '50s housewife.” Her roles as a mother and minister's wife 
occupied all of her time until 1976, when her husband accept- 
ed a new job with the dean of the medical school at the 
University of Alabama. With her children in school and her 


career greatly reduced, 


Edwards had an opportunity to pursue other interests. When 
an aptitude test revealed an affinity for law, she interviewed at 
Cumberland Law School in Birmingham and found herself tak- 
ing the LSAT the next day. Although it was her first experi- 
ence with standardized testing, she scored in the 99th per- 
centile on the English section of the exam, a feat she credits to 
the foundation she received as a student at Agnes Scott. 

Edwards received her J.D. degree with honor from 
Cumberland Law School in 1979 and clerked in the office of 
Federal Judge H.H. Grooms, the man who had ordered the 
integration of the University of Alabama in 1956. Edwards 
calls her clerkship a “wonderful position and learning experi- 
ence.” Thanks to that experience, Edwards was later offered a 
position in the litigation department of a law firm in Florida. 

When she and her family returned to Alabama in 1984, 
Edwards had the impetus she needed to make a career move. “I 
knew | wanted to stick with estate planning. This was in the 
early days of planned giving, something that interested me and 
gave me an opportunity to use my people skills, many of 
which | learned as a student worker in what was then the 
Alumnae and Public Relations Office at Agnes Scott.” 

Edwards started the planned giving program at Birmingham- 
Southern College in 1985 and in 1991 was promoted to the 
position of associate vice president for Endowment and 
Planned Giving. In 1992, Edwards and Birmingham-Southern 
received an Achievement Award from the Council for 
Advancement and Support of Education, the only national

AN INNOVATIVE APPROACH TO CHURCH STARTING 


he Rey. Kristina Jones Tenny-Brittian ‘90 likes a challenge. 

She had two young children when she began her studies at 
Agnes Scott. A year and a half later, her third child was born. 
Now remarried with two stepchildren, she, her husband Bill and 
three of their five children recently relocated from Kansas to the 
Seattle-Tacoma, Wash., area to establish a new congregation 
called Living Waters, in what historically has been the most 
unchurched region of the United States. 

According to Tenny-Brittian, 97 percent of people in the area 
rarely attend church, and 68 percent say that have no church 
affiliation. To counter this trend, Tenny-Brittian and her husband, 
both of whom are ordained Disciples of Christ ministers, are uti- 
lizing a “meta-mega church model” advocated by many conserva- 
tive denominations but yet unproven for mainline churches. 

Under this 
model, the 
Tenny-Brittians 
will try to 
develop a con- 
gregation 
before develop- 
ing the physical 
church build- 
ing. “Most 
mainline 
denominations 
purchase land 
and practicé a 
‘build-it-and- 
they-will-come’ 
philosophy,” 
says Tenny- 
Brittian. “The 
more evangeli- 
cal denomina- 
tions tend to be 
more home- 
based, more 
relational.” 

Tenny- 
Brittian, who 
studied sociolo- 
gy and ancient 
Greek at Agnes Scott and received her divinity degree from the 
Candler School of Theology at Emory University in 1994, spent 
the two years after her ordination as an associate pastor at various 
churches in the Atlanta area. In 1996, she received a call to pastor 
a church in Yates Center, Kan. She and her husband had agreed 
that they would go wherever one of them first received a viable 
call. He eventually accepted a position with a Presbyterian 
church in Yates Center. 

Two years in Kansas proved challenging. Because of the 
decentralized structure of their denomination, Tenny-Brittian did 
not have a bishop or other authority figure to give her feedback 
on her work. “I spent 80 hours a week in religious activities, but 
my own spiritual life needed a boost.” 

To fulfill this need, Tenny-Brittian began the process of 
becoming an oblate in the Order of Julian of Norwich, a contem- 
plative, ecumenical order affiliated with the Episcopal Church 
which has both members regular (monks, nuns, etc.) and lay 
members who live a life of poverty, chastity and obedience in the 
everyday world. As an oblate, Tenny-Brittian engages in morning 
and evening contemplative prayer daily. She says the process of 
joining the order grounded her and gives her a daily reminder of 
her priorities. 

Tenny-Brittian sees her priorities as the link between her per- 
sonal spiritual journey and her work with Living Waters. “We 
have friends who pastor older churches who jokingly refer to the 
congregation's ‘edifice complex,’ an attachment to the physical 
space. Living Waters’ priority is a fundamental belief in a relation- 
ship with God and each other,” she says. “Our mission is to make 
disciples. The members focus on this goal, not on the physical 
building.” 

“Living Waters is reaching out to young people,” says Tenny- 
Brittian. With that in mind, services will be high-tech and include 
computer graphics and upbeat music. The group will even have 
its own home page. Still, the congregation's goal remains straight- , 
forwardly low-tech, she says. “Reaching one, discipling 12, send- 
ing 70, reaching thousands for the Kingdom of God."

EVANS DINING HALL UNDERGOES RENOVATION AS BUILDING PROGRAM BEGINS 


isitors to Agnes Scott during the 

next few months will notice 

quite a few changes around 

campus, particularly involving 
Letitia Pate Evans Dining Hall. 

The first building in the core quadran- 
gle area targeted for renovation in the 
College's building program, Evans closed 
during the Thanksgiving break and will 
reopen in August 1999. The Alston 
Center has been transformed into a tem- 
porary dining facility for spring semester, 
with the Post Office and Campus Store 
being relocated to modular office build- 
ings in the Hopkins parking lot. 

The renovation of the Dining Hall will 


ed by the addition of dining alcoves on 
the north and south sides of the building. 
A large staircase will provide access to 
the lower level, which will serve as meet- 
ing space with a large multipurpose room 
and four small meeting rooms opening 
onto the south patio. The glass in the 
Gothic windows (currently blue and/or 
translucent) will be replaced with trans- 
parent glass, providing views of the cam- 
pus, and the wall dividing the lobby and 
the main dining room will be removed. 
In addition to the strictly architectural 
alterations, the method of food delivery 
will also be improved with a marché 
approach in which the serving line is 


replaced by a marketplace atmosphere 
where food is stored, prepared and 
served in the same area. Various stations ae : .

These 
are some of the questions that Agnes Scott stu- 
dents may ask themselves when they ponder their 
future, and a new program has come along that 
might help them find their own answers.

Leadership has awarded Agnes Scott a grant of $17,000 
to create the Kauffman Internship Program for Women 
Entrepreneurs. According to Rosemary Cunningham, 
professor and chair of Economics, the program will allow 
students “to learn more about the special opportunities 
available for women in entrepreneurial ventures while 
participating in an internship that is well-tied to the 


academic experience.” 

Students in the program work a 200-hour internship 
in firms run by women entrepreneurs. The interns are 
assigned various tasks at the firms, but they will also com- 
plete a project designed by themselves and their mentors 
at the firm and conduct an interview of the business's 
founders, exploring its origins and reasons for success. 

In addition to their internships, students in the 
program participate in a weekly seminar on campus. 

The class gives students the opportunity to discuss their 
internship experiences, present projects and learn about 
being an entrepreneur from women business owners 
invited as guest speakers. 

Cunningham notes that while both women and men 
often dream of owning a business, this prospect is espe- 
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cially attractive to women. "Many women are discouraged 
by the obstacles facing women in the workforce, includ- 
ing the glass ceiling,” she says, “and many are looking for 
business opportunities with greater work flexibility.” 

In fact, the National Association of Women Business 
Owners has found that women’s frustration with their 
previous work environment has prompted many to start 
their own businesses, a trend that has become more 
evident over the past 20 years. Among women who have 
run their own businesses for under 10 years, 22 percent 
chose to do so after experiencing the glass ceiling limita- 
tions in their former careers, compared to 9 percent of 
women who have owned their own businesses for 
20 years or more. 

The response to the program from women-owned 
businesses in the Atlanta area 
sites—has been “fantastic,” according to Cunningham, 
with numerous firms, such as Lemonade children’s 
boutique, Beeson/Lyles Interior Design, and Mindpower 
Inc., a marketing communications firm, quickly signing 
up for interns.

PRESIDENT'S

recently represented Agnes 
Scott at two quite different 
national meetings. The first 
was the annual meeting of the 
Women's College Coalition 
(WCC) in Washington, D.C; 
the second was a Wellesley 
College-sponsored national 
conference on “Spirituality, 
Religious Pluralism and Higher 
Education in the United States.’ 
Each reminded me of Agnes 
Scott's special niche in 
American higher education. 
There are 83 women's col- 
leges today, down from more 
than 200 in the 1960s, but a 
significant number nonetheless. 
Even though less than 5 percent 
of American women attend 
women’s colleges, the influence 
and reputation of these 
institutions and their graduates 
continues to be impressive.

Look at almost any list of the top 
25 liberal arts colleges (out of a 
total of more than 500)—for fac- 
ulty, best value, quality of life, 
diversity, beautiful campus—and 
you will always find several 
women's colleges, including 
Agnes Scott. For example, we 
were ranked 21st by U.S. News x 
World Report for best value, and 
second by The Princeton Review for 
“dorms like palaces” and 15th for 
“quality of life.” Graduates of 
women’s colleges include 24 per- 
cent of women members of 
Congress, 30 percent of Business 
Week's women corporate stars and 
one out of every seven cabinet 
members in state government. 

At this year's gathering of the 
WCC, I was asked to make a 
presentation on Agnes Scott's 
enrollment growth and market- 
ing plan. It was exciting to 
realize that our progress is being 
noticed around the country. 
More important, it was encour- 
aging to share stories of our 
mutual efforts to address the 
distinctive opportunities and 
issues that women’s colleges, and 
women of all ages, face today. 
Feeling the energy, creativity and 
optimism of my sister presidents 
was a wonderful way to start a 
new academic year. 

The Wellesley conference on 
religion and higher education 
was a very different kind of 
meeting, drawing more than 
800 representatives from 300 
colleges and universities around 
the country, including presidents 
trustees, faculty and students. 
Peggy Thompson, associate pro- 
fessor of English, and | represent- 
ed Agnes Scott. (My daughter,

Ashley, is a first-year student at 
Wellesley—an added incentive 
to attend this particular meet- 
ing!) The plenary sessions of 
this unexpectedly massive gath- 
ering were held in a huge white 
tent next to Wellesley's historic 
college chapel. A tent is an apt 
symbol for a meeting that 
brought together educators of 
many faiths and religions. And 
there were times at which it 
seemed as though a revival-like 
atmosphere was sweeping the 
august assembly. The symbols, 
language and idiom were, to be 
sure, those of late 20th century 
religious expression on 
American college and university 
campuses—the reverberation of 
diverse religious voices, wistful 
longing for a new spirituality 
and the search for a new 
epistemological relationship 
between secular learning and 
religious experience. 
Considering the shift away 
from religion at most American 
institutions of higher learning 
during the last three decades, 
this was an extraordinary event 
supported by courageous spon- 
sorship. The conference was 
rather vague on spirituality, 
tending to emphasize new ways 
to understand religious plural- 
ism in America, especially on 
college and university campus- 
es. For example, at Agnes Scott, 
the Westminster Fellowship and 
Newman and Canterbury clubs 
are active student organizations. 
Recently our Muslim students 
joined to form Oracle, an 
organization that supports their 
faith practices; and our Jewish 
students are affiliated with 


Atlanta YAD: The Jewish Young 
Adult Agency at Emory.” What 
religious academics share has 
been an uncertain place in a sec- 
ular intellectual world. 

| am proud that Wellesley, a 
womens college, and its presi- 
dent, Diana Chapman Walsh, 
were the moving forces behind 
what has the makings of a new 
national movement. | am also 
proud that Agnes Scott's 
Presbyterian heritage provides a 
living framework within which 
to address the seminal question 
bequeathed to us by the first 
medieval universities—the rela- 
tionship between faith and 
learning. 

A year and a half ago the 
Agnes Scott College Board of 
Trustees passed a resolution 
supporting the College's strate- 
gic directions, affirming the 
College as “a community of eth- 
nic, international, religious and 
socioeconomic diversity ...a 
community which fosters faith 
and learning as well as religious 
and interfaith dialogue, hall- 
marks of the Presbyterian her- 
itage of the College." This is a 
college that takes religion 
seriously. At this season of 
Christmas and religious holidays 
the world over, let me ask for 
your prayers for your college as 
it continues to seek to be true to 
these founding values and its 
mission to educate women in an 
ever-changing world.

Faith in the Classroom 


POLITICAL SCIENCE PROFESSOR EXPLORES THE EFFECTS OF HIS BELIEFS ON HIS TEACHING 


Following are excerpts from a chapel 
address by Juan Allende, associate 
professor of Political Science 
y first reaction to 
the request to say a 
few words about 
how my faith 
informs my teaching was to think 
“| better pass on this one.” After 
all, haven't we all been socialized 
to believe that faith and teaching 
should remain separate? But | 
couldn't resist the challenge to 
articulate the role faith plays in 
my teaching, even at the risk of 
being misunderstood 
By faith | mean the belief, the 
conviction, that we live in a 
moral universe—as Martin 
Luther King Jr. once put it—and 
that someday, somewhere, some- 
how we all have to account for 
our actions and non-actions to a 
Creator, One whom | often have 
a hard time fathoming what 
He/She is doing. Does this con- 
viction give a special character to 
my teaching? Of course it does 
Faith informs who we are, and 
faith informs what we say. As a 
person of faith | struggle—as 
Jacob once did (so far no dislo- 
cated hip bones)—with staying 
as close as | can to the rules of 
right living laid out by another 
Teacher, one who lived some 
2,000 years ago. This is a person 
al struggle, and | believe it must 
be kept totally separate from my 
teaching. But faith also gives 
form to what | say—that is, to 
how and what | teach. In this 
there is nothing unique, nor too 
worrisome: No teacher is a neu- 
tral abstraction without some 


type of moral compass, and “no- 
faith teaching” does not exist 

All teachers, sooner or later 
must answer the question “Why 
do we teach?" | see teaching as 
a challenge, and | see the 
teacher—myself—as the chal- 
lenger. As a challenger my role, | 
believe, is to suggest and to ask 
questions that address what is 
permanent and what is unavoid- 
able—questions such as “What is 
human nature?” or “What is right 
living?" These suggestions and 
these questions awaken students 
to be thoughtful, reflective 
human beings. But the role of the 
teacher, of the challenger, is not 
to provide the answers nor to 
pass moral judgment on answers 
arrived at by students. The role 
of the teacher is to open 
windows, not to tell what lies 
beyond them 

Teaching is also about distin- 
guishing between career and 
vocation. | believe that a “voca-

Harris won the secretary of state race by a 
54 to 46 percent vote count, defeating Democrat 
Karen Gievers, an attorney from Miami.

VISITING INSTRUCTOR LEADS AFRICAN DRUM 
AND DANCE ENSEMBLE 


Ama Aduonum, Agnes Scott's Visiting Kirk Lecturer for 
the fall semester of 1998, is pursuing doctoral studies in 
ethnomusicology at Florida State University. During 
ber semester at Agnes Scott, she formed and 
taught an African drum and dance ensemble, 
which performed “In Our Own Images: 
Dancing Our Diversity” in December. 
Following are excerpts from a recent 
interview. 


ow did you become 
interested in 
ethnomusicology? 

I have a bachelor's degree in 
vocal performance from Fisk University in Nashville, 
Tenn., and when | graduated, | went to Florida State to 
further pursue vocal performance. One of the professors 
there said he had met my father in Gainesville (Fla.) 
playing drums and doing workshops. He asked if | could 
drum. | said, “Yes, | can drum.” He said “Are you sure?" | 
said, “Yes, I've been doing this all my life.” He asked if | 
would teach drumming if he got the instruments. That's 
what got me into this field. 

What about the role of women in Ghanaian culture? 
Is it unusual for women to drum, and is it unusual for 
women to pursue higher education? 

In Ghana, women do drum and women do pursue 
education on a higher level. Traditionally, women did not 
become as educated, but that has changed. As far as 
drumming is concerned, women do drum, but research 
often gives the impression that we do not. One of the 
reasons is that most of these researchers are male. When 
they go into the field, they are often not allowed to wit- 
ness women-centered performances; so when they come 
out, their thinking is that women do not drum. But 
women do drum in Ghana and in most African societies. 
In fact, in southern Africa there are several societies in 
which only women can drum and men cannot. 

In what ways do you think African dance 
contributes to American culture? 

One of the things that first struck me when | came to 
Agnes Scott was a sense of community. Maybe it's 
because it is a smaller institution—it is a great asset. But 
one of the things I often see lacking in American culture 
is this sense of community. That is one of the basic 
underlying themes in African music, where you have a 
group of performers, each playing a different part, and 
that part does not become meaningful except within the

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context of the whole 
group. That is one of the things | have tried to instill in 
students—that we exist in this world as individuals, but 
our lives are not meaningful unless they are related to 
other people's lives. That sense of community within 
African societies is something that | believe would benefit 
American life. 

You mentioned your father being in the same field. 
Has he had a lot of influence on you? 

Oh, yes, definitely. | don't remember the first time | 
played the drums, but | remember that in our house in 
Ghana our furniture was a center table, a couch and 
drums. There was no TV, no other entertainment. | 
remember Saturday mornings when other kids were asleep, 
we were just drumming and drumming. It was then that 
our father started instilling in us the importance of drum- 
ming and the importance of community. Interestingly, 

I am the only one of all six siblings to have taken it to 
this level. 

What has it been like to work with students at ASC? 

At first it was very scary for me because at Florida State 
I worked with both male and female students. When | 
came here | went to Gaines Chapel and saw 30 women 
and said, “Whoa, what am | supposed to do with all these 
women?” It was the largest class I've ever taught and ini- 
tially it was difficult. | couldn't really focus in and get into 
a one-to-one style of teaching. After the first two weeks | 
divided them into four groups and had each group come 
once a week for one hour. At those rehearsals | focused on 
particulars, and it also gave me the opportunity to develop 
a relationship with each student. My experience here has 
been wonderful. | appreciate and also admire the commu- 
nity aspect that is emphasized at this institution. | think 
that does a lot for the students in terms of learning, appre- 
ciating and respecting different lives and different cultures.

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McCain Design 
Plans Approved 


EXPANDED, RENOVATED LIBRARY TO REOPEN IN 2001 


esign plans for the renovation and 

expansion of McCain Library will 

move toward fulfillment this summer 
when construction is scheduled to begin. 

While the view of the building from 
Woodruff Quadrangle will not be altered, 
numerous major changes inside and to the 
rear of the library will make it “a wonderful 
environment for research, study, collabora- 
tion and reflection,” according to Ginny 
Moreland, librarian and shepherd for the 
library building committee. The building 
will be extended toward the south, nearly 
doubling the size of the facility. Features 
will include better integration of technology 
throughout the building, new spaces for 
study and research, separate rooms for col- 
laborative work and group study, and at least 
20 years of growth space for the library's 
collections, Moreland says. With the exten- 
sive distribution of data ports and some 
wireless networking, users will be able to 
access both local and remote electronic 
resources from virtually every seat in the 
building. 

The expanded space will allow several 
other campus services to move into the 
building, including the Center for Writing 
and Speaking, a new language lab, facilities 
for multimedia development, media services 


offices and a high-tech multimedia 
classroom. 

The Secret Garden will not 
remain in its current form but will 
be replaced by an outdoor terrace 
one floor above the garden's pre- 
sent location. “The terrace, which 
will be open to students for reading 
or relaxing, will feature plantings, 
accent lighting, a circular stair to 
the lower level and a close-up view 
of the spectacular reading room 
windows,” Moreland said. The area 
will be surrounded by indoor user 
workspaces with a view of the ter- 
race. 

The main reading room will 
house current periodicals and will 
be restored to something more 
closely resembling its original form. 
The reference collection, currently 
held in the reading room, will be 
moved to a new location on the main floor, 
where it will be closer to the principle clus- 
ter of computers. In addition, the Board 
Room on the upper floor will be renovated 
to allow for multiple functions, while the 
archives, special collections and exhibits on 
the same floor will also be given expanded 
and enhanced space.

In May, the library collection will be 
moved to a storage location on campus 
while all other library services and opera- 
tions will be relocated in temporary modular 
offices close to the quadrangle. Current 
plans are for construction to begin on July 1. 
The expanded and renovated library is 
scheduled to reopen in January 2001.

John Carey Retires 


RELIGIOUS STUDIES SCHOLAR NAMED PROFESSOR EMERITUS 


( ‘nove a teaching career that spanned the civil rights 
movement, the Vietnam war and the growth of liberation 
movements around the world, John Carey, the Wallace M. 

Alston Professor of Bible and Religion at Agnes Scott since 1989, 

retired in December. He was named Professor Emeritus of Religious 

Studies at the fall meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

Noting trends within his academic discipline, Carey says that 
the field of Religious Studies over the last few years has become 
“more global, with more of an emphasis on diverse religious tradi- 
tions and cultural studies," as compared to Judeo-Christian and 
western-centered perspectives that were the focus of Religious 
Studies early in his career. The social consciousness of students in 
the 1960s and 1970s and the religious implications of liberation 
movements have impacted the field in dramatic ways, Carey said. 

Carey earned a bachelor's and a doctoral degree from Duke 
University, as well as bachelor's and master's degrees from Yale 
University. He held numerous teaching and administrative posi- 
tions, including professor of Religion and dean of students, at 
Florida State University between 1960 and 1986. He served as 
president of Warren Wilson College in Swannanoa, N.C., from 
1986 to 1988 and taught Religion for a year at Florida Southern 
College before coming to Agnes Scott in 1989. 

Carey authored and edited numerous books, many of which 
focused on renowned theologian Paul Tillich. Carey is the founding 
president (1975-76) of the North American Paul Tillich Society. 

While at Agnes Scott, Carey received grants for research at the

Tantur Ecumenical Institute for Theological Studies in Jerusalem 
and at the Harvard Center for the Study of World Religions and for 
participation in the Emory University Travel Seminar to India. 
Before his tenure at Agnes Scott, he received grants for research at 
the University of Tiibingen and the University of Marburg, 
Germany, and at Cambridge University, England. He has also stud- 
ied renewal movements in Roman Catholic Monastic Orders since 
Vatican II. 

Carey said he values his time at Agnes Scott for numerous rea- 
sons—the high proportion of outstanding students, the sense of 
congeniality among faculty and the convenient scale of the campus, 
among others. “I always told students that it's a privilege to be a 
student at Agnes Scott. The fact that you can be in small classes 
where every instructor knows your name, is a wonderful feature of 
the College,” Carey said. "I particularly appreciated working with 
[Associate Professor of Religious Studies] Tina Pippin, who has 
been a wonderful colleague.” 

Since retirement, Carey has moved to Tallahassee, Fla., with his 
wife, Mary. He is continuing his research, writing and publishing, 
and he plans to work as a consultant to liberal arts colleges on pro- 
grams of Religious Studies.

O'Brien, who served in the 
U.S. Army in Vietnam from 
1968 to 1970 and later became 
a national affairs reporter for

1979 National Book Award for Going After Cacciato. The 
Things They Carried (1990), an interrelated series of 
short fictions set in Vietnam, was widely praised and 


best book of 1994. His latest novel is Tomcat in Love, the 
comic story of a philandering linguistics professor 
whom O'Brien describes as “an old-fashioned jerk.” 

O'Brien's anecdotes and novels are based largely on 
his own combat exposure in Vietnam and his experi- 
ences with the Vietnamese people. “My passion as a 
human being and as a writer intersect in Vietnam, not in 
the physical stuff but in the issues of Vietnam—of 
courage, rectitude, enlightenment, holiness, trying to do 
the right thing in the world,” O'Brien said.

EXPERIENCING ASTRONOMY DIRECTLY CAN MAKE A LASTING IMPRESSION

stronomy is a very 

ancient science, and a 

sense of wonder about 
the heavens must be as old as 
humanity. One of the great plea- 
sures of teaching astronomy is to 
watch students—some of whom 
have never before looked 
through a telescope—gasp when 
they see a planet or the moon in 
their eyepiece. The motionless, 
ringed planet Saturn looked so 
unreal to one of my students at 
the University of North 
Carolina-Chapel Hill that she 
insisted the image must have 
been a sticker in the optics of 
her telescope 

These moments, the cold 

nights when pale Jupiter and its 
four bright moons hang still in 
the sky, are more likely to stay 
with a student than an under- 
standing of Wein's Law or black- 
body radiation. What inspires 
me as an astronomer and a 
teacher is the desire to commu- 
nicate not only the beauty of 
these distant planets and nebu-

lae, but the elegance and sim- 
plicity of the underlying physi- 
cal laws that drive them 

In the video A Private Universe, 
graduating Harvard seniors and 
a few faculty are asked two sim- 
ple astronomy questions: why 
the Earth has seasons, and why 
the moon has phases. The 
responses are surprisingly simi- 
lar. The seasons are typically 
attributed to the varying dis- 
tance between the Earth and the 
sun, and the phases of the moon 
to the Earth's shadow falling 
upon it. These are plausible, but 
incorrect, explanations. In fact, 
the tilt of the Earth’s rotational 
axis gives us the seasons, and 
the changing location of the 
moon in its 28-day orbit around

the Earth gives it phases. 
Common misconceptions about 
these two fundamental questions 
may indicate problems in the 
way astronomy—and science in 
general—is taught 

Perhaps one reason today’s 
students are misinformed is that 
they feel astronomy no longer 
affects their daily lives. With the 
possible exception of an asteroid 
collision, astronomy is hardly 
front-page news. People no 
longer keep time by the sun and 
seem genuinely surprised to 
learn that p.m. stands for post 
meridian or when the sun is 
beyond its half-way point as it 
crosses the sky. Few people can 
tell direction or seasons by the 
constellations or can even see 


more than a few of the very 
brightest stars. Urban sprawl 
has illuminated the skies around 
many of the country’s popula- 
tion centers, erasing the stars. 
Simple astronomical observa- 
tions, once a part of daily life, 
have largely disappeared. 
Astronomy has become a pro- 
fession like law or medicine. As 
such, it is something practiced 
by others, something to learn 
about, but not to experience. 
But by experiencing astrono- 
my directly—looking through a 
telescope or building a 
sundial—we can reconnect to 
the sky above us. Even more 
than that, we can begin truly to 
understand. There is no better 
way to explore the motions of 
the sun than to build a sundial, 
no better way to grasp the 
moon's phases than to observe 
the moon every night fora 
month. Very little that | can say 
as an astronomer will leave the 
lasting impression of a discovery 
made by observation. No lec- 
ture will generate the gasps that 
the moon's surface does. And 
the excitement of observation 
can often inspire students to 
delve more deeply, to appreciate 
both the apparent beauty of the 
universe and the more subtle 
beauty of its mechanisms.

Advancement, comes to the 
College with a wealth of experience and 
enthusiastic support for the College's 
current strategy for moving into the 
21st century. 

Citing the College's efforts to expand 
enrollment, faculty and 
facilities, Thayne said that 
Agnes Scott “is doing 
things that no other 
school in America is trying 
to do." The College has 
begun a comprehensive 
building program and is in 
the process of increasing 
enrollment to 1,000 
students. 

“Many schools are in 
catch-up mode, still trying 
to get into the 1990s.

Thayne began his work at the College 
in March, moving from Amherst, Mass., 
where he was director of Individual Gifts 
at Mount Holyoke College.

Admission at such inctitutions as Bucknell 
and Columbia universities, as well as 
Mount Holyoke. “I think having some 
background in most Institutional 
Advancement areas will help me a lot,” 
he says. 

He has been involved in capital 
campaigns ranging from $90 million to 
$600 million at Mount 
Holyoke, Bucknell and 
Columbia. "I've been in 
campaign mode since 1981. 
In this field, that's a given— 
you're always preparing or 
following up a campaign.” 

With a firm belief that 
the quality of an institution's 
academic program and the 
quality of its administration 
are closely related, Thayne 
approaches his position with 
a vision for promoting and 
maintaining the excellence of 
both at Agnes Scott.

Je the role of the president 

is to make speeches, the role 
of the faculty is to think, and the 
role of the dean is to keep the 
faculty from making speeches 
and the president from thinking. 
While I have been ineffective in 
keeping the president from 
thinking and the faculty from 
making speeches, it's still a 
pleasure and an honor to be 
dean of the College. 

Soon after arriving, President 
Bullock decided that the College 
would improve by growing to 
1,000 students. Since this growth 
would provide the opportunity 
to increase the size of the faculty 
substantially, we began a review 
of the academic program in 
order to hire faculty who could 


ON CAMPUS 


implement the curriculum of 
the future. 

It takes very little research to 
discover that the most prestigious 
small liberal arts colleges are two 
to five times the size of Agnes 
Scott. While we don't plan to 
increase class size in introductory 
courses to the 40 to 70 students 
often seen in the best colleges, 
we would like to have fewer 
classes that lack a critical mini- 
mum for lively interchanges from 
contrasting points of view. In 
adding faculty, we will benefit 
from increasing coverage in our 
smaller departments, creating 
positions to teach new curricular 
initiatives, particularly interdisci- 
plinary ones, and reducing the 
range of courses some of our 
faculty have been teaching. 

The current review of the cur- 
riculum is focused on the distribu- 
tion requirements. Last fall, the 
faculty decided against any reduc- 
tions (they voted unanimously 
against curtailing the first-year 
English sequence from two cours- 
es to one) and agreed in principle 
to three changes. First, we will 
add a second required course in 
science, which can be satisfied by 
newly created interdisciplinary 
courses such as “The History of 
Science.” Second, we will experi- 
ment with first-year seminars 
on topics far less orthodox than 
the usual introductory courses. 
Finally, the faculty has agreed to 
consider proposals requiring each 
student to take one course dealing 
with dynamics of majority-minor- 
ity interaction in a domestic or 
international setting. 


Opportunities to explore 
international perspectives will 
continue to expand rapidly. 
Students can choose courses that 
involve heavily subsidized travel 
to countries such as Japan, 
China, Spain, Ireland, France, 
Ghana and Nicaragua. They can 
apply for travel grants of $1,000 
and summer scholarships of 
$3,500. In some cases, they can 
use their Agnes Scott financial 
aid to study abroad for one or 
two semesters. The College 
recently joined an international 
student exchange program link- 
ing it with over 100 universities 
in some 40 countries. As a next 
step in opening the world for 
women, we are seeking funding 
for a variety of international 
internships and an expanded pro- 
gram of visiting scholars. 

While the growing use of 
technology in the College's cur- 
riculum might not surprise you, 
the increased emphasis on expe- 
riential learning probably would. 
For example, last summer and 
fall, five students in the 
Department of Economics 
interned at the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta and 16 were 
engaged in paid, for-credit 
internships in woman-run small 
businesses. Similar opportunities 
abound across the curriculum. As 
current pedagogy places greater 
emphasis on learning by doing 
and on the integration of the 
classroom and the workplace, 
our Atlanta location has become 
an even greater asset. 

Today, a college education is 
training for lifelong learning in 


which we weave disciplines 
together to understand issues and 
solve problems. The Agnes Scott 
curriculum is continually being 
modified to recognize and create 
links between disciplines. To a 
wide range of interdisciplinary 
programs, we've added a minor 
in Africana Studies and a major 
in Women's Studies. Increasingly, 
new courses are listed by more 
than one department and faculty 
members are team teaching 
courses such as those on 
neuroscience and on science 

and religion. For the next three 
years a $100,000 matching 

grant from the Jesse Ball duPont 
Foundation will fund the creation 
of interdisciplinary courses along 
with a variety of other curricular 
initiatives. 

Our growth provides us with 
the unique opportunity to 
increase the size of the faculty by 
about 40 percent. When classes 
begin in the fall, we will be more 
than halfway there. In adding 
tenure-track positions, we adver- 
tise nationally, draw a rich pool, 
and almost always get our first 
choice. In my two years as dean, 
all the candidates we have 
brought to the campus have been 
struck by the energy, warmth 
and dynamism of the campus 
today and by our excitement 
over our prospects for the future.

ery few “professional” historians get the 
kind of reception Mary Price Coulling 
'49 does. 

Coulling is author of two biographical 
volumes, Lees Girls and Margaret Junkin Preston: 
A Biography. Without the help of a large 
research library or other resources found on 
college campuses, Coulling has produced 
books that one of her colleagues and nomi- 
nators calls “meticulously researched and 
well written. They not only offer engaging 
stories about important women who previ- 
ously stood in the shadow of the Civil War

Yet Coulling goes beyond the pages of 
books to bring history to life.

Scouts and the Rockbridge Area League of 
Women Voters, among other volunteer 
activities. She has also served as a volunteer 
for the Alumnae Association as her class 
secretary, awards chair and participant of 
the oral history book written for the 
College's centennial.

Distinguished Career 


rustee Emerita Katherine Allston 

Geffcken '49 has a way of bringing the 
ancient world into the present, and she has 
been doing it for more than three decades 
for the women at Wellesley College. 

Her nomination makes clear her love of 
the classics as well as her dedication to the 
students she has taught. In the words of 
one of her nominators: “I believe there are 
few people connected with Agnes Scott 
who deserve the Distinguished Career 
(award) more, for her work with genera- 
tions of classics students, for her most 
unusual long-term association with the 
American Academy in Rome and for long 
admirable service on Agnes Scott's Board of 
Trustees.” The Board recently partially 
sponsored a book in Geffcken's honor. 

One of Geffcken's colleagues notes: 
“Her recent scholarship has been on early 
women scholars who worked at the 
Academy, and it makes fascinating reading 
and is a real contribution both to the 
history of the Classical School in Rome 
and to women’s studies in general.” 

Geffcken was a professor of Latin and 
Greek at Wellesley College from 1963 to 
her retirement in 1998. Among her honors 
is a Fulbright Fellowship to Italy in 
1954-55. She was also a fellow of the 
American Academy in Rome in 1955. 

In addition to her work at Wellesley, 
Geffcken served as a member of the Agnes 
Scott Board of Trustees from 1975 to 1995 
and served on several board committees: 
Academic Affairs, Buildings and Grounds 
and Student Affairs. 

Geffcken has compiled a litany of pro- 
fessional associations through the years, 
including serving as trustee of the Vergilian 
Society of America from 1977 to 1980. She 
has also served as a member of the advisory 
council of the American Academy in Rome 
as well as being voted president of the 
Classical Society of the American 
Academy.

Elizabeth Lynn '27 
Trailblazer 


hen it came time to nominate 

Elizabeth Lynn '27 for an alumna 
award, her nominators had a bit of trouble 
finding the right category because Lynn 
has been forging ahead and leaving a 
varied trail to follow since her graduation 
from Agnes Scott. 

She is deemed a “Renaissance woman” 
by one of her nominators, who notes the 
difficulty of putting Lynn into a single 
category. “She is just an amazing person in 
so many ways,” says the nomination. 

Some of her forging took place on the 
Agnes Scott campus where she taught 
physics immediately following her gradua- 
tion. After taking a break to complete a 
M.A. in Physics at the University of 
Wisconsin (1930), Lynn moved on to 
Florida State University. She began her 
career there as a member of the university's 
Physics department for 17 years and then 
moved on to the dean of women’s office. 
She was assistant dean, then associate dean 
of women until 1966. 

Additionally, she was elected the first 
woman elder at her church. She also served 
as president of her local AAUW chapter 
and worked with both the Pilot Club and 
the Women of the Church of Faith 
Presbyterian Church. 

She served Meals on Wheels until she 


was 80 and has read to blind people at 
the McCurre Hame. 


Augusta Winn Roberts '29 
Trailblazer 


ugusta Winn Roberts '29 has proved to 
be the epitome of community service 
throughout her life. 

Before Civil Rights was even called a 
movement in the 1960s, Roberts pursued 
her interest in understanding race 
relationships. She worked in pioneering 
race relations as early as 1936 in Texas. As 
an active member of the staff of the Young 
Women's Christian Association (YWCA), 
she worked to address women’s issues and 
to advance women's rights. 

She worked for the YWCA in various 
capacities from 1931 to 1973, and 
remained with the YWCA through 1975 
when she participated in an international 
study tour with a focus on women’s groups 
in Southeast Asia. 

Her employment and devotion to the 
YWCA is a testament to her belief in 
service to others, especially women. 

Now a resident of Pilgrim Place, a 
community adjacent to Claremont College 
(Calif.), Roberts spends her days 
surrounded by the stimulating intellectual 
life of the community. She continues to 
be involved in the Presbyterian Church 
locally and beyond. 

After graduating from Agnes Scott with 
a degree in Sociology and Economics, she 
continued her studies at Columbia 
University, Union Theological Seminary 
and the University of Kentucky.

hree delegates who attended the eighth assembly of the 
World Council of Churches as representatives of the 
Presbyterian Church (U.S.A.) had Agnes Scott ties. One of them, 


Ashley Seaman '95, was elected to the 
Central Committee, which will 
preside over the Council until the next 


assembly in 2005. 


The assembly of the WCC was held 
in December in Harare, Zimbabwe, and 
was attended by 1,000 delegates from 


member churches. (The other 


Presbyterian Church (U.S.A.) delegates 
with an Agnes Scott connection were 
Tara Spuhler '96 and former trustee 
Douglas Oldenburg, president of 
Columbia Theological Seminary in 


Seaman ‘95 


Decatur.) Among these delegates, only 150 were chosen to serve 
on the WCC's Central Committee. 

Seaman majored in Religious Studies and Anthropology at 
Agnes Scott and is in her first year of study at Columbia 
Seminary. While at Agnes Scott, she was the recipient of the 
Suzanne Goodman Elson Award, which recognizes the under- 
graduate who “best reflects . . . kindness, decency and integrity

The World Council of Churches is the largest ecumenical 
movement among the world's Christian churches and denomina- 
tions. Comprised of 339 member churches representing more 
than 120 countries, the Council holds an assembly every seven 
years, with annual meetings of the Central Committee in Geneva 


between assemblies. 


Seaman was one of 11 PC (U.S.A.) delegates to the Harare 
assembly and one of two elected to the Central Committee. She 
has been involved in several of the denomination’s General 
Assembly committees since she was in high schoo, and was asked 
three years ago to represent the denomination as a delegate to 
the 1998 WCC assembly. She was named reporter of the Public 
Issues Committee and wrote public statements that the assembly 
would issue on human rights, child soldiers and Jerusalem, among

he Agnes Scott Board of Trustees approved a 

$34.6 million tentative budget for 1999-2000 
at its April meeting.

eartbeat of the Campus 
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NEW ALSTON CENTER WILL PROVIDE SPACE FOR CAMPUS EVENTS 


The Alston Campus Center, built 
in 1925 as George Bucher Scott 
Gymnasium and converted to a 
student center in 1988, is being 
torn down along with the Walters 
Annex (the old infirmary) this 
month to make room for a new 
campus center on the same site, as 
specified by the Colleges Master 
Plan. Amy Schmidt, acting assis- 
tant dean of students and shepherd 
of the Campus Center Building 
Committee, recently answered the 
following questions about 

the project. 


Q.How will the new Alston 
differ from the old Alston? 
A. The old one was original- 
ly a gym that was converted 
to a campus center. We tried 
several times to reorganize 
it, but it was not enough 
space. The new Alston 
Commons will provide 
wonderful space for a variety 
of campus events. The area 
that we're calling the Hub, 
which will be the ground level near the snack bar and the 
bookstore, will be for activities and programming. On the 
second floor will be a number of services — career plan- 
ning, student activities, residence life and religious life. 
The third floor will be just for student organizations; it 
will belong to them, with a work room, conference space 
and office space. 


Q. Will it still be called Alston? 
A. It will still be Alston, but we may refer to it as Alston 
Commons rather than the Alston Campus Center. 


Q.What's the timeline for construction? 

A. Offices were moved out of the Walters Annex (CLC, 
or the old infirmary) and Alston Center in May and 
relocated for the next academic year. Demolition of both 
buildings is to be completed by late July, and then the 
construction process will begin. The expectation is that 
when students return to school toward the end of August 
2000, they'll return to a new Alston Commons. 


Q.Did the planning of this building involve the study 
of other campus centers around the country? 

A. There was a committee that included some students, 
members of the Board of Trustees, staff and faculty that 
looked at a number of campus centers before we even 
selected the architects for our campus center. One of the 
issues that presented us with difficulties in planning the 
campus center was that it was going to be a brand new 
building, not just an addition or renovation. We needed to 
figure out what the personality of our center would be. 
(Dean of Students) Gué Hudson has always said she 
wants it to be the heartbeat of the campus, so when we 
visited campus centers, that's what we were looking for — 
the kind of activity going on and how students felt about 
the center.

Q.What are some of the features of the new building? 
A. There will be many new features, including a coffee 
bar on the ground floor; a fireplace lounge with a piano, 
fireplace and newspapers from across the country; a con- 
ference room near Career Planning where students can 
interview for jobs via teleconferencing; a cybercafé; the 
Technology Commons, a collaborative learning center 
area where students can work on group projects; a glass 
porch where students can purchase food to take out or 
dine in; and keyless entry, by which students will have 
cards programmed to allow them to access services in the 
evenings and on weekends. There will also be a business 
center and lounge for commuter students (day students), 
funded by a generous gift from Patricia Collins Butler '28. 


Q. How will the new building interact with the library? 
A. | think the renovation and expansion of the library and 
the new Alston Commons will change the traffic of the 
campus. We are expecting that the passageway between 
the two buildings will become a more important pathway. 
With the library's renovation, a number of areas on its 
east side will be open 24 hours a day. The expectation is 
that students will be around late at night on that side of 
the library and may use the campus center then. 


Q. What will happen to the stained glass chapel 

window donated by the class of 1952? 

A. It will be carefully removed and used in the new 
chapel, which is still in the planning stages. Not only will 
the stained glass window be used, but we're looking at the 
possibility of incorporating other significant architectural 
pieces of the old Alston into the new campus center. 
When the new chapel is constructed, it will have a rela- 
tionship with Alston Commons. It may be connected by a 
walkway, and it will probably be located back in the 
wooded area where part of the amphitheater currently is.

FOLLOWING A VISION BEGINS WITH COURAGE, ENDS WITH CELEBRATION 


Following are excerpts from the 
Baccalaureate sermon delivered to Agnes 
Scotts graduating seniors and MAT 
students by the Rev. Perky Daniel '74 


Text: Isaiah 55:10-43 


oy has developed an 
unfortunate reputation for 
hanging with a tough 
crowd. Several years ago 
I helped lead a counseling 
group for prisoners in a maximum 
security facility. The prisoners 
used the word “joy” in a variety of 
descriptions for illicit, illegal 
activity: joy juice (alcohol), joy 
pop (drug injection), joy ride 
(taking a vehicle without the 
owner's permission). The associa- 
tion of illicit, illegal activity with 
joy suggests a process that begins 
with laughter and often ends in 
tears. Conversely, the scriptural 
understanding of joy moves 
through tears of struggle to the 
laughter of celebration 
Scripture abounds in 
references to joy. The Hebrew 
language contains 13 roots and 
27 words to express joy. [IDB] 
The prophet Isaiah spoke of 
joy in the context of a communi- 
ty at a specific time in its history, 
as its captivity in Babylon came 
to an end. Isaiah foretold the 
demise of King Nebuchad- 
nezzar's empire, the release of 
the captive Israelites, rebuilding 
the city of Jerusalem and the 
restoration of the Temple 
Joy belongs in the context of a 
long-term process, a process simi- 


lar to the one you've experienced 
by entering and completing 
college. That process begins 
with envisioning a future. A 
vision, by definition, differs from 
what exists, and is, therefore, to 
some degree in conflict with 
present reality. 

Envisioning then faces us with 
choice, either rejecting the 
vision as an unacceptable alterna- 
tive, or claiming this particular 
vision as our own. If we claim 
the vision, it then starts to exert 
its own claim on us. When the 
vision exerts its claim on us, we 
measure that claim according to 
its demands on us. Following a 
vision requires courage, effort, 
wisdom-seeking, considered 
risk-taking, forgiveness for 
incremental failures, clear 
assessment of our abilities, 
recognizing our limitations and 
acknowledging our need both for 
God's providence and for other's 
collaboration (good graces) 
When the envisioned future is 
realized, we celebrate with joy 
The final step involves letting 
go of the earlier vision in order 
to receive the next 

In our text, Isaiah issued God's 
call to the community to step out 
in faith. The community must 
have been reluctant, for the calls 
to step out are repeated and the 
reassurances frequent. Isaiah 
spoke on God's behalf to remind 
the people that “as the rain and 
the snow come down from 
heaven, and do not return there 
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until they have watered the 
earth, making it bring forth and 
sprout. . . so shall my word be. . . 
it shall not return to me empty.” 
However tempted we feel to say 
“vanity of vanities, all is vanity” 
(Ecclesiastes 1:2), we live ina 
context designed with inherent 
purposefulness and productivity. 
The opening verses of Isaiah 
55 invite us into the marketplace. 
Standing in the street, we hear 
the loud voices of vendors, the 
hard sell of hawkers. “Come, 
come, buy from me,” they shout. 
Buy my product, buy into this 
philosophy. The repeated 
imperative, “come, come,” invites 
us to step forward into the future, 
to enter the marketplace with a 
spirit of adventure, a sense of 
confidence in God and self. The 
repeated imperative, “listen, 


listen,” reminds us to enter with 
all of our powers of discernment | 
engaged and ready to receive. | 
Like Isaiah, we know the ways in 
which our culture tries to sell us a | 
bill of goods, unless we're careful 
to raise questions of quality, of 
substance, even of quantity. Will 
this last? Does this make a differ- 
ence? Will laughter precede tears, 
or will a worthy struggle precede 
the joy of accomplishment? 

You may have heard the 
saying, “Whoever dies with the 
most toys wins.” We've bought 
that philosophy and we're paying 
for it. | wonder how the world 
might be if we claimed 
the vision our text implies: 
"Whoever lives with the most 
joy wins.” 

Perhaps we could help redeem 
joy’s reputation.

We Are Growing, Building and Changing 


n my inauguration speech in the 
spring of 1996, I said that Agnes 
Scott College must prepare for a new 
millennium and that we were not yet 
ready: “We will grow, we will build, and 
we will change.” As I reflect on the last 
academic year of the second millennium, 
1998-1999, | can report that we are now 
ready to turn the corner into a new era. 
Our educational and institutional agenda 
is unfinished, but this was the year that 
the foundations of a 21st-century liberal 
arts college fell into place. From annual 
giving to enrollment growth, from 
technology to study abroad, from 
curriculum review to new buildings— 
we are growing, we are building, and 
we are changing. 

For the first time in many years, the 
Agnes Scott Annual Fund exceeded its 
goal. We are grateful to the 3,727 
alumnae and 790 friends of the College 
who contributed a total of $1,333,211 in 
gifts for the Annual Fund, surpassing our 
goal of $1,185,000. The Annual Fund is 
essential to the ongoing fiscal health of 
the College, providing yearly support for 
scholarships, salaries, books, and special 
academic projects. But the Annual Fund is 
also the barometer by which alumnae 
support for the ongoing mission of the 
institution is evaluated by other funders 
and the public at large. For the past

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decade Agnes 
Scott alumnae 
have been regular 
supporters of 
their alma mater, 
with participation 
in the 38-40 
percent range. 
While our total 
dollar amount 
grew this year, 
the percentage 
of alumnae 
participation 
actually declined 
slightly, from 38 
to 37 percent. As 
we raise the bar 
for other aspects 
of the College, 
we both hope 
and expect that alumnae support will 
grow significantly in the years ahead. 

Total funds received by the College 
from all sources, including alumnae, 
friends, corporations, foundations and 
parents, also grew appreciably, from 
$2,080,990 to $6,256,957. This increase 
reflects leadership commitments in 
anticipation of the College's upcoming 
comprehensive campaign. The largest 
among these gifts were in support of the 
renovations of Letitia Pate Evans Hall and 
McCain Library. These generous gifts are 
an early indication of a successful 
campaign in the next few years. We hope 
they will inspire many others. 

Enrollment growth also continued 
apace, moving towards the ambitious goal 
established in 1995—to increase the 
student body from 600 to 1000 students 
by 2001, without sacrificing academic 
quality. We have grown nearly 50 percent 
in four years, and our SAT averages have 
increased from approximately 1185 to 
1210. Our first-year class has doubled 
since the fall of 1995, from 125 students 
to 241 students. The vitality of our 
student body is felt every day—in the 
classroom, in the arts, on the quad, in the 
dining hall and on the playing field (the 
Agnes Scott soccer team finished with a 
13-3 winning season securing a national 
ranking for the first time). 

These new students require the most 
up-to-date technology, and we are 
beginning to meet these high 
expectations. This year, for the first time, 
Yahoo Internet Life listed Agnes Scott 
among the top 200 colleges and 
universities (out of 3,000) as a “wired” 
campus. More importantly, technology is 
positively enhancing the classroom 
experience. Our first multi-media distance 
learning classroom is in full use, 
strengthening the teaching of French, 
Spanish and anthropology, and even 
serving as an experimental site for Emory 
and Agnes Scott to jointly offer Chinese 
1. At Agnes Scott, faculty and students 
still communicate in person, frequently, 
but the many different facets of the 
telecommunication age are also at their 
fingertips, transforming research and 
global communication. 

Within the past year, the Agnes Scott 
Web page (www.agnesscott.edu) has 
become our most important public 
relations tool. With nearly three million 
“hits” in a little over a year, it has truly 
become our “front page.” Of these, only a 
fourth were from campus: The remainder 
were visitors from all over the world,

including one from 
Antarctica. The 
most popular site 
is mathematics

received over 
900,000 hits! This 
is a good example 
of a way in which 
the research 
interests of an 
Agnes Scott 
professor 
complement and 
enhance the international profile of the 
College as a whole. 

Agnes Scott's faculty, the heart of this 
institution, is also both growing and 
changing. One of the primary purposes of 
enrollment growth was the need for 
Agnes Scott to achieve a larger 
intellectual critical mass, primarily by 
adding faculty. We did not need to add 
new majors, but we did need to add depth 
to key departments and to minimize the 
number of very small departments. Since 
1995, our faculty has grown from 72 to 
87 full-time equivalent faculty. During 
this transition toward a future faculty of 
approximately 100, we are adding tenure 
track faculty at a measured pace, currently 
having added seven new tenure-track 
positions in biology, psychology, religion, 
women's studies, art history, astrophysics 
and international relations. 

Under the leadership of vice president 
for Academic Affairs and Dean of the 
College Edmund J. Sheehey, the faculty 
has undertaken a sweeping revision of its 
academic program. The challenges have 
been to preserve the traditional liberal 
arts values and strong humanistic 
emphasis that has distinguished Agnes 
Scott while adding comparable rigor in 
the sciences and social criticism for all 
students; and to enhance the first-year 
curriculum. These changes are being 
coupled with planning for what is termed 
a “4/4, 3-2" course load for students and 
faculty, a course load that is the norm for 
the most selective liberal arts colleges in 
the country. This change, expected to be 
implemented in 2001, requires each 
department to review all of its course 
offerings. When implemented in any 
given semester, it will enable both faculty 
and students to focus attention on their 
courses with greater depth and 
methodological sophistication. 

A 21st-century curriculum does not 
just take place on our Atlanta campus. 
Global learning—for faculty as well as 
students—is a centerpiece of our strategic 
plan. During this past year over a third of 
our faculty studied and traveled abroad, 
supported in full or in part by the 
College's resources. Their research and 
teaching projects took them to Sweden, 
China, South Africa, England, Ireland, 
Spain, Nicaragua, Ghana, South Korea, 
Canada, Russia, Denmark, Japan and 
Mexico. Our new membership in the 
International Student Exchange Program 
a consortium of over 100 liberal arts 
colleges, enabled us to significantly 
expand our semester and year abroad 
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program for students, as well as opening 
Agnes Scott's door to an increasing 
number of foreign exchange students. In 
addition to students in Global Awareness 
and Global Connections group programs 
in Ireland, Ghana and Spain, 39 students 
spent a semester or year abroad. While 
we are still a long way from achieving our 
goal of providing a study abroad 
opportunity for every student, these 
programs coupled with travel scholarships 
and the portability of financial aid have 
steadily increased international 
opportunities for Agnes Scott students. 
Our preparation for a new century is 
most dramatically seen in the fact that 
Agnes Scott broke ground on four major 
building projects during 1998-1999: the 
renovation and expansion of Evans Hall 
the construction of a 500-car parking 
structure and adjoining public safety 
office, a new campus center and the 
expansion and renovation of McCain 
Library. Each represents the latest in 
collegiate design and technology while 
harmonizing with our Queen Anne and 
Collegiate Gothic brick and limestone 
architecture. Also during this year the 
Board of Trustees approved plans for the 
construction of a new 103,000-square- 
foot science building which will be 
constructed on the site of the current 
tennis courts, completing the new South 
Quadrangle. This building, currently 
being designed by Shepley, Bulfinch, 
Abbott and Richardson, will house 
biology, chemistry, psychology and 
physics, bringing much needed state-of- 
the-art laboratories to our science 
program. And, just on cue for the 
millennium, the Bradley Observatory 
closes in December for a complete 
renovation, expansion and the addition of 
a 70-seat planetarium. Campbell Hall will 
eventually be renovated for a general 
classroom and academic building, and the 
tennis courts will be moved adjacent to 
the Gellerstedt soccer field on the former 
physical plant site, amplifying our 
physical education and sports complex. 
Taken as a whole, these changes are 
astonishing and unprecedented. Agnes 
Scott's transformation toward a 2 {st- 
century liberal arts college is attracting 
national attention. Peterson's new guide 
to the best 200 science colleges and 
universities in the United States listed 
Agnes Scott as one of only three 
institutions in Georgia (with Emory and 
Georgia Tech), and one of four women’s 
colleges (with Barnard, Bryn Mawr, Smith, 
and Wellesley). The Princeton Review ranked 
us in the top ten colleges or universities 
for “overall quality of life," and ULS. News « 
World Report ranked us a “best value,” 
31st out of several hundred liberal
